No one has calculated 
the city’s wealth in taxable values if 
the ‘population increases according to 
the estimates of the advocates of all 
three of the plans, but the wealth is 
as sure as the population. Richmond 
and Queens for the first time have 
hopes. of a population rivaling Brook- 
lyn or the Bronx: In both there are 
great areas as much in need of set+ 
tling as Brooklyn was when gas lamps 
were erected in potato fields, or as 
the Bronx before the elevated was 
built. The Sage Foundation 'plans a 
metropolis rather than a Greater New 
York \City,. but its population of 37,- 
000,000 will have hardly less néed of 
the city’s su than the New 
Yorkers themselves.

THE. RECONSTRUCTION HOSPITAL. 

If the war had not come, there would 
still have been almost as great nedd 
of ‘‘ salvaging '* or rehabilitating the 
disabled in the United States; for there 
are, it is estimatéd, a million workers 
crippled yearly in industry or suffering 
from industrial diseases. In the State 
of New York alone.there are 350,000 
cases of industrial disability and dis- 
ease annually, more in number than 
of all American soldiers disabled dur- 
ing the war. The daily battle of life 
has this yearly toll of accident and oc- 
cupational disease among and 
women at the industrial front, despite 
all the safeguards which;now surround 
the workers. But that which preven- 
tion cannot do, and probably will not 
so long as the ‘human equation ”’ 
cannot be wholly eliminated, ‘‘ recon- 
struction '’ must try to repair. 

Individual employers are doing much 
to provide the medical and hospital 
care which js urgent when “ safety 
first ’’ has been neglected. But, .ex- 
cept in very large businesses, it is not 
economically possible to provide reha- 
bilitating institutions with the neces- 
sary staff of specialists. Out of this 
need, which is coextensive with in- 
dustry, has risen the first hospital in 
America to be dedicated wholly to 
the care and after-care of industrial 
disabilities and diseases., Tt is called 
the Reconstruction Hospita]. 

War developed apparatus not only 
for the slaughter of men, but also for 
the more effective restoration of those 
whom it left wounded, sick and broken. 
The industrially injured have in. this 
hospital the benefit of what was 
learned in rehabilitating the war 
cripples; and the treatment. of occu- 
pational and poisonings goes 
on as in the war for the treatment of 
those who suffered from the diseases 
and poisonings of the trenches. And 
it is all to the end that’ the injured 
worker shall be back at the front in 
the shortest time, and shall not lapse 
into a hopeless cripple. This hospital 
here in’ New. York (Central Park 
West), with all-the enlargement for 
which it is asking funds, can be made 
to serve'as a model for similar hos- 
pitals and’ to furnish equipment and 
opportunity for research work that 
will continually improve the practical 
care’ of the injured, even beyond its 
present range, which includes thirty- 
three States. Ih solving the recon- 
struction problem, to which’ this hos- 
pital is giving the skill of specialists, 
humanitarian) and economic motives 
work side by side. ;

In reality, of course, the prewar era 
‘was not a Golden Age at all, Its woes 
‘were different, but at the time they 
seemed-just about as harassing as those 
now confronting us, and it is only a few 
convinced pessimists who really believe

plete and everlasting smash of our civ- 
ilization—the civilization called Western 
As threatenjng. 

And for our present sorrows and wor- 
ries there are certain’ compensations. 
One’ of them is that more people than 
before have been compelled to leayn 
more-about the other nations than they 
knew before. Their interests have been 
broadened, and current discussions and 
conversations, to some considerable ex- 
tent, have ceased to be parochial or pro- 
vincial. Not all of this talk about inter- 
national politics and destinies is as wise 
as it might be, but neither is it as fool- 
ish as it would have been if attempted— 
as it usually wasn’t-—fifteen or twenty 
years ago; and if a good many of the 
opinions expressed are in more ‘or Jess 
desperate need of revision and correc- 
tion, perhaps it is better to have an un- 
sound opinion on large subjects than not 
to give them any attention—than not 
even to know that they exist. 

The war ‘was a potent teacher of 
geography ; following years have 
“broadcasted ” a lot of information, 
anthropological, economic and scientific. 
Everybody has profited to some extent 
from this. The Bolsheviki. themselves

Needed 

for Children, ' 


Near East Relief there are now upward 
of 100,000 children. Besides being fed, 
these children must be clothed. During; 
the Summer months, relief workers say, 
the problem of clothing is not.very dif- 
ficult. Old flour sacks, strips of cotton ; 
or worn-out linen sheets make excellent 
garments. And even though clothing be 
scarce, no great harm comes of ‘it, for 
the Armenian Summers are mild enough. 

But during the Winter—when the ther- 
mometer drops to 15 and 20 degrees be-| 
low szero—the question of clothes be- 
comes “all-important. Last Winter,” be- 
cause of the shortage of warm garments, 
thousands of children were forced to go; 
barefoot in the deep snow, and as a con- 
sequence mary amputations of , hands 
and feet became necessary. 

It is to prevent a repetition of any 
such occurrence next Winter that Near 
East Relief is appealing now for dona- 
tions of old clothing. May 15 has) been 
set aside as “‘ Bundle Day,” and Tecelvy- 
ing stations are to be opened up all over

Hirsh, Named by the Chase Na- 
tional’s Guard, Tle Held Here

Confessions of their complicity in the 
theft of $500,000 worth of Liberty bonds 
from the Chase National. Bank on Apri 
17 were obtained. yesterday frorh John 
W, Vardeman, former emptoye of the 
bank, and-his wife, also known as Fern 
Hollis,.. according to advices. received 
by telephone by the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency from: its operatives in 
Savannah, Ga., where .they are being 
questioned. Reports from Savannah,

Wants Attorney Against Gosern-

United States Attorney’ General Harry 
M. Daugherty, who was.in this city yes-
